Nasuviiz, Teno., Jan. 26.—The interest in 
the Senatorial election has been unprecedented. 
If possible, a greater throng filled the Capitol 
to-day than yesterday. The assemblage exhibit- 
ed the most restless anxiety. Speaker Paine 
said that what he dia yesterday was prompted by 
a desire to protect the dignity of the Conven- 
tion—was prompted by the best motives, with- 
out wishing to do injustice to any one. The 
nomination of Gustavus A. Henry fell tamely on 
the audience. Speaker Bond withdrew Brown's 
name, saying that he bad nominated him yester- 
day on his own individual responsibility. Sneed 
was withdrawn, and Stephens and Key were re- 
nominated. On the fifty-fifth ballot Johoson 
went to 47 votes amidst great appiause. A half 
hour was spent on the fifty-fifth ballot in mem- 
bers’ explanations of their votes. Every 
mention of Johnson's name brought down 
the house. As the change of mem- 
bers over to Johoson came thick 
aad fast, everybody became so excited that all 
arose te their feet.

Provipence, R. I., Jan. 26.— Ever since the 
adjournment of the General Assembly, last Fri- 
day, ramors have been thick that the dead-lock 
in the Joint Convention on the vote for United 
States Senator would certainly be broken before 
the present week were over, aad Gen. Burnside 
would be the successful candidate. This fore- 
noon it was still further rumored that the 
Hon. Nathan F. Dixon would, at the open- 
ing of the Joint Convention to-day, withdraw 
his name entirely, and ask his friends to vote 
for some other man.

Harry Richardson, the attorney for the 
defendant, stated to the Court that bis client had 
been tried and acquitted on the same charge but 
a few weeks ago, and the testimony in the pres- 
ent case should be confined to a knowledge of 
operations since that time.

Curcaco, Jan. 26. I have read Mr. Poole’s 


criticism of Mr. Eastman’s paper on the Cabots, 


be inferred that the popular ascription of tip 
honor to Columbus is founded on the true facts 
of the case.

But what can his purpose be in all that? Does 
not everybody acknowledge that Columbus dis- 


cevered American islands in 1492? 

On the other hand, if Mr. Poole’s object is to 
prove that the Cabots are not entitled to the 
credit of priority in the discovery of the Ameri- 
can Continent, why waste his words on the voy- 
age of 1494? Why does he not disprove the fact 
that in 1497, Cabot saw Nova Scotia on the same 
voyage in which he touchéd at Cape Breton? A 
glance at the map will show that he could not 
have thought Cape Breton was an isiand, with- 
out having seen Nova Scotia. Surely Mr. Poole 
does not suppose that the ingeoious artifice of 
inserting hyphens among the words ‘‘ new found 
land,” in the calendar of State Papers from 
which he quotes, will convince any historical 
student that Newfoundland“ and nothing 
besides Newfoundiand is meant. 

If, then, Cabot saw Nova Scotia in 1497, and 
Columbus did pot see the continent till 1498, 
what purpose has Mr. Poole had in showing that 
the voyage of 1494 is mythical ? 

To destroy Cabot’s credit for priority im the 
discovery of the continent, it wi necessary 
to show not merely that the evidence of the 
Cabotian vovage of 1494 is inadmissible, but aiso 
that, wien Cabot in 1497 thought Cape Breton 
war an island, he had not seen Nova Scotia.

The reason of this marked difference must 
be found mainly in the difference between 
the laws of Rhode Island and those of Ili- 
nois. In the formerState the community feels 
assured of protection against loss; in Illinois 
there is no protection afforded by law, and hence 
less general confidence feltin the savings insti- 
tutions. Asan instance of this, it may be 
noted that the savings deposits in Rhode 
Island have increased $2,154,318 within the 
last year,—the year after the panic, when 
the manufacturers have been sufferers to a 
greater extent than any other business. On 
the other hand, the savings deposits of Cook 
County, which are now less than $10,000,000, 
were over $12,000,000 two years ago. It is 
impossible to make any comparisons between 
themanner in which the Rhode Island savings 
banks are conducted and the management of 
our savings banka, since the latter are gov- 
erned by no statutory rules or regulations. 
One item, however, may be stated approxi- 
mately, and it is important.

West. There are startling differences in the 
rate of town taxation. Nahant exacts only 
$5 on the $1,000, while Monroe, in Franklin 
County, wrings $41 out of every $1,000. 
Monroe is two-and-a-quarter times as badly 
off as Chieago. 

One peculiar feature of Bay State taxation 
is the levying of a poll-tax. The Constitu- 
tion of Dlinois probably forbids any such 
levy, although the wording is open to doubt. 
The Massachusetts towns raise a good share 
of their revenue in this way. There are 
414,800 taxable polls im the State. Each 
voter pays a poll-tax of from $2 to $4. His 
right to vote depends upon his doing so. 
The decennial census shows that each poll in 
Massachusetts represents about five persons. 
The annual poll-tax furnishes, then, the 
necessary data for finding out the number of 
personstoa house. The average is now eight, 
but the figures increase yearly. Population 
grows more rapidly than houses are built. 
The change is ‘noticeable, even in the agri- 
cultural districts, and, of course, more so in 
the manufacturing counties. In Suffolk 
County, which contains Boston, there is only 
one house to every eleven persons. It may 
be safely said that the worst disgrace to 
American civilization is the tenement-houses 
of the Hub of that civilization. Whoever 
wishes can read of their unutterable horrors 
in E. EK HAN or Miss Srvart Puss’ good 
grammar and im the frightfully-bad grammar 
of the reports of the Massachusetts Bureau 
of Labor Statistics. 

The policy of levying a poll-tax is doubt- 
ful. Aman should pay taxes in proportion 
to what he owns or what he consumes. It is 
a departure from this principle to tax any- 
body for merely existing. It is probable, 
moreover, that Massachusetts has more Rep- 
resentatives in Congress than she has any 
right to have, as long as she denies the suf- 
frage to any persons, otherwise qualified, 
who do not pay a poll-tax.

If the caucus proposition to repeal the two- 
thirds rule and prohibit the Speaker from 
recugnizmg dilatory motions had carried on 
Tuesday in Congress, it would have opened 
Pandora's box from which would have issued 
mischief beyond present conception. Every 
true Republican in the country, therefore, 
owes a debt of gratitude to the party men 
who voted against the motion, — Borrurrox, of 
Massachusetts; Burcnarp, of Illinois; Bun- 
man, of Maine; Damn, of Louisiana; 
Fosrun, of Ohio; HA, of Maine; Kasson, 
of Iowa; Lowwpazs, of Maryland; Mzrrtam, 
of New York; Pries, of New Jersey; 
Prence, of Massachusetts; R. H. Rosznts, 
of New York; J. Aunt mm Surru, of Virginia; 
Joux Q. Sr, of Ohio; and WTA, of 
Vermont. 80 far from characterizing their 
vote on this measure as an indication of a 
new-party movement on their part, they are 
entitled to the credit of having saved the Re- 
publican party not only from a grievous 
wrong, but from a policy that might have 
been fatal to its existence.

mous tolls principally upon the pockets of 
the poor working-women. The sewing- 
machine has grown tb be a necessity of life, 
an indispensable article in every household, 
and it is for this reason, notwithstanding the 
slight cost of its manufacture, that this huge 
monopoly has been enabled to gather in un- 
told millions of money for the benefit of the 
owners of the patent. 

The breaking down of this monopoly 
primarily grows out of the fact that there is 
a very general feeling of hostility in the 
country to the extension of valuable patents 
by acts of Congress or of the Patent Com- 
missioners. This hostility has been specially 
manifested among the farmers, who, as a 
class, are more distressed than any other by 
these monopolies held by rings of specula- 
tors, and this fact is one of the most benef- 
icent results of Grangerism. Those pat- 
ents which have no money in them, and 
where the patented articles are sold cheap, 
are usually allowed to expire in the allotted 
seven years; but where the patent is valuable, 
and the patented articles must come into gen- 
eral use, then it is seized by speculators organ- 
ized into a powerfal ring for the purpose of 
making fortunes not only for themselves but 
for their assigns and heirs, not only 
throngh seven years, but through ten times 
seven years if possible. They are not satis- 
fied with a fair remuneration for the time, 
and labor, and money expended upon it, bat 
it must be used as an instrument to bleed the 
masses decade after decade, and generation 
after generation,—a perpetual tax for an 
article of indispensable use, by constant ex- 
tensions and increases of price. These valu- 
able patents as a rule the farming classes are 
obliged to have, and consequently the burden 
has fallen heavily upon them and aroused such 
a spirit of hostility that they have deter- 
mined to make a political issue out of it, and 
vote down in future those members of Con- 
gress who support these schemes and enable 
rings to levy such unrighteous tariffs upon 
articles of daily use. In the case of sewing- 
machines, it is not only the farmers’ wives, 
but working-women everywhere, who have 
been ground down, and this makes the 
breaking up of the monopoly not only 
economical and popular, but also a grand 
moral triumph.

THE LAST OF PACIFIC MAIL. 

We infer that the present Pacific Mail In- 
vestigating Committee has reached the end of 
its rope. We do not say, or wish to be under- 
stood, that it has done all it might do; but it 


seems to have done all it is likely to do with 


its line of investigation. The Committee is 
entitled to some credit, though it would have 
been difficult for any committee, with the co- 
operation. of Mr. Inwm, to have checked the 
revelations which have been made.

It has pro- 
ceeded far enough to demonstrate beyond per- 
adventure that the second subsidy of $500,000 
a year in favor of the Pacific Mail Company 
was procured by the corrupt use of money. 
This justifies the cutting-off of the appro- 
priation for the payment of that subsidy, 
which should be done at once. It is a prac- 
tical result for which the country will be duly 
grateful.

SUBSIDY SCHEMES. 

The Nation makes a good point by show- 
ing the intimate connection between the suc- 
cess of subsidy schemes and the failure of 
Civil-Service Reform. Subsidies are usually 
granted on the strength of promised services. 
The performance of these services is sure to 
be evaded if it can be. Ordinarily, the law 
granting the money contains a proviso for in- 
spection by certain officials of the services 
rendered. The first step in trickery is to try 
to corrupt the inspectors. The Oredit-Mo- 
bilier investigation showed that this game 
was successfully played by Oaxes Ames. If 
this fails, intimidation is tried. Threats of 
political persecution are freely used. The in- 
spectors are told to ahut their eyes or some- 
thing dreadful will happen. Finally, if 
everything else has miscarried, or, in the first 
place, if the character of the official makes it 
certain that bribing and bullying will both be 
in vain, advantage is taken of the shifting 
tenure of office under our present wretched 
system, and the honest man, bound to do his 
duty, is replaced by a pliant tool eager to be 
bribed. Even when the change in office is 
due to general causes, it is usually a good 
thing for the subsidy-getting monopolists and 
a bad thing for the subsidy-paying people. 
The new men lack the necessary experience. 
A shifting responsibility is little better than no 
responsibility. While the Pacific Mail has been 
lobbying at Washington, the Treasury and 
the Law Departments have each had four 
heads. The former has been managed by 
McCurioce, Bourwnin, Riowanpson, and 
Bruwstow. The latter has descended from 
Evasts and Hoan to Aman and W- 
rams. The Post-Office Department has also 
changed hands or heads. The Pacific Mail 
Company has had a good deal to 
do with all three of these Depart- 
ments. It has found a most serviceable 
friend in the present Attorney-General, 
whose published opinion that a subsidy 
granted on certain conditions ought to be 
paid if the recipient has, or pretends to have, 
any idea of performing the conditions at 
some hopelessly indefinite time in the future 
finds no parallel among the opinions of his 
predecessors,—happily for the latter's reputa- 
tion as lawyers! |

THE COMING WAR. 
INDICATIONS OF ITS ADVENT. 

It is the opinion of the most experienced rail- 
road men in the city that the war which is now 
going on between the various railroad companies 
east of this city will assume guch proportions as 
to throw all former railroad wars in the shade. 
The fighting done at present is but the skir- 
mishing preceding the great battle which will be 
delayed until the Managers’ aod Commissioners’ 
, meéting to be held in New York on. the 3d of 
February. Some have hopes that that meeting 
may yet succeed in restoring peace and harmo- 
ny. A reconciliation at this juncture, however, 
ig almost impossible, and nothing less than 


posed | a miracle can harmoniz® the conflictng 


interests of the various roads. Heretofore 
the combined roads were fighting the Baltimore 
4 Ohio, under the generalship of the Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad Company, but now the tables are 
entirely turned, and all the roads are fighting 
the Pennsylvania Railroad. Vanderbilt and the 
other New York managers have come to the 
conclusion that they bave less to fear from the 
Baltimore 4 Ohio than from the Pennsylvania 
Company, and that to insist any longer on the 


observance of the terms of the Saratoga agree- 
ment would be certain ruin to New York and its 
commercial interests. Hence, the present war 
bas been begun, and there is no doubt that it will 
be waged until ail the roads are completely pros- 
trated, and unable to go on any longer. ere 
ia, however, a wide-spread feeling that both New 
York and Chicago will gain much by this fight. 

Much surprise has been 4x ressed by many 
railroad men and merchants that so wily a man- 
ager as Vanderbilt could allow himself to be 
lured into the Saratoga combination, which was 
generally believed to be detrimental to the in- 
terests of New York by its leading merchants. 
| But Vanderbilt was not as much of a fool as he 

was generally believed to be. He undoubtedly 
joined the agreement to keep off the war which 
bas pow bro«sea out, until the New York Central 
had completed its four-track line from New 
York to Buffalo. At the time when the combina- 
tion was formed the New York Central was not 
ready forafight with so powerful a road 
the Pennsylvaaia, which bad also the good-will 
of the Exie from tne fact of its having a Presi- 
dent closely allied to and formerly an officer of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad. The New York Cen- 
trai bas now four tracks for its entire length 
from New York to Buffalo, and is in a condition 
to fight any of its rivals. Mr. Vandexzbiit un- 
doubtedlv precipitated this fight, to test the ca- 
pacity of his new venture. There is but little 
doubt that the New York Central can carry 
freight now lower than any other road, (wo of 
the tracks being exclusively used for passenger 
traffic and two for freight traffic. Hence the

The weekly meeting of the Board of Health 
took place yesterday afterneon at the rooms of 
the Board, President Hahn m the chair. The 
Sani Superintendent’s report for the week 
ending Jan. 23 shows that during the week 
there were 132 deaths—l less thao dur- 
preceding week, and 21 more 
the corresponding week of 
last year. Of these, 4 died by accidents, 
Alexian Hospital, 2; Foundlings’ Home, 6 
Mercy Hospital, 1; police stations, 1. There 
were males, 71; femaies, 61; married, 48; sin- 
gle. 84; colored. 1. By diseases, there were 21 
deaths by convulsions ; consumption, 13; pneu-. 
monia, 9; scarlet fever. 5; bronchitis, 5; old’ 
age, 4; croup, 4. Under 1 year of age, 48. The 
mean temperature for the week was 19.9 de- 
grees, 6.9 higher than during the preceding 
week. Dr. Mannheimer, Sanitary Inspector, re- 
ported that he bad examined ten schools 
with 1,170 pupils, 229 of whom were 
rejected as 85 being 2 vaccinated. 
Dr. John F. Williams examined 980 pupila, 25 of 
whom were rejected. Dr. O. B. Damon exam- 
ined 403 pupils of the school corner of Newberry 
avenue and Twelfth street, and rejected 51, and 
also 241 pupils in the Mitchell Street School, 31 
of whom were rejected. 

But two cases of small-pox were reported dur- 
ing the week, and both ef these were of a very 
mild type. 

The Health Officer’s report showed the usual 
amount of meats and vegetables condemaed dur- 
ing the week. 

Added to the Superintendent’s report were the 
following recom mendations : 

I desire to call your attention to the sewer situated 
on Archer avenue and McGregor street. The sewer is 
certainly defective in construction, as the houses on 
the line of the same are kept in a bad condition from 
sewer gases escaping through the catch-basins and 
sewer-pipes, that render it almost impossible to live in 
them.

THE CITIZENS IN SPRINGFIELD. 


Conference Between the Chicago Com- 
mittee and Cook County Delegation. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicage Tribune, 
Spnrxerrep, III., Jan. 26.—J udge Caton, A. C.

Their success or failure could re- 
dound to the credit or discredit of no party or 
clique. What now was asked at the hands of the 
Legislature was only a little,—a mere beginning. 
If this were denied, the result would be a failure 
of republican government so far as the munici- 
palty was concerned, The tax-payers of the 
city have been practically disfranchised, and 
came here asking that relief, that protection, 
which was promised them by the Constitution. 
They asked but little, and felt sure they should 
not ask ia vain.

The immediate object of the bill is te obtein an in- 
junction to restrain the holding of the annual meet- 
ing, aud the fact that notices calling the meeting were 
only published twenty instead of thirty days in two 
newspapers, as required by the charter and by- 
laws, was sufficient to warrent the issuing of 
the injunction writ dy Judge Farwell which 
was done on the filing of a bond for $1,000. The his- 
tory and troubles of this insolvent Company are too 
well known to require repetition here, but everything 
is set out at length in the bill, which is evidently 
prepared in just the proper style for the basis of a 
first-claes sensational newspaper article, The whole 
transactions of Selah Reeve, Gage, and Snowin get- 
ting through the scheme, as well as the alleged grab 
of the majority of the stock by these parties, is set 
out at length. ‘The Terwilliger suit, the scathing 
opinion of the Supreme Court, and the subsequent ac- 
tion of the Circuit Court in setting aside the contracts 
with Reeve, and directing am accoun with him, 
aud the issue of new stock to those who bad d # 
per cent on the old, is also given, Then came the elec- 
tion of the new officers and Directors, aad the report 
of the Master finding who were entitled to the issue of 
stock and to vote for the new officers. The new elec- 
tion was held on Jan. 28, 173.
